SOMETHING OF FIRST DERBY 'WINNER. 

Perhaps it would lie as well not to peer loo far 
into the midst of antiquity, becanst* one cannot 
xoneh for the accuracy of some of the old tales 
that are told. There is. for instance, the tradition 
associated with the Gialolpliin Harh that ranks with 
the Darley .\rubiun and the Hyerley Turk as one of 
the (siriier stones of the thoroughbred fabric. The 
Gialolphin's name is found repeatial again and again 
in the e-Xtended i«edigree of every animal entltleil to 
a place iu the General Stud Hook. Yet the stor.v 
goes that at one period of his life he earneil his 
Keep bv drawing a water cart in Paris. A .Mr. Cok", 
of Norfolk, found him in the Frencli capital aiiout 
the year 1728. bought him and sent him to Eng- 
land. where he iiassed into the iiossession of the Earl 
of (lodolphin. . 

If we skip seventy years we arrive at the date 
when DionuHl, winner of the first Deri).r iu 1780, left 
ITngland for America. He had retired to the stud 
at L'p Dark, near Chichester, in 1785, and in 1787 
he was moved to Harton. the SnITolk home of his 
owner. Sir Cliar'es F.unbnry. One of the earliest of 
his off.ipring did so well on the tiirf that his fee was 
raised from five guineas to ten guineas. 

.apparently, however, the breeders of those days re 
Ki-utiMl extortion of that sort, because the sub- 
scriptions were quickly reduced to five guineas, 
and in 1798 it had dwindled to two guineas. Nowa- 
davs we have stallions commencing tiielr careers in 
Hu’, stud at a fee of 3b0 and 400 guineas. Well. 
Sir Cliarles Hiinbury gave Diouied np ns a liopdess 
proposition, and s<dd him to an American for fifty 
guineas Ah prices rnleil iu those days, this can- 
not have sieined a bad deal, for the horse was then 
twchtv one years old. .... 

A few .years ago we saw the Derby winner. Sain- 
foin, sold’ by auction at Newmarket for 700 guineas, 



and lie was tlien only nineteen years old and the 
sire of RiH'k Sand, winner of llie Two Tlimisand, 
Derby and 81. I.eger. Tlie purciiase of Dionied was, 
iu f:iet. a lajld transaelion. and one fraiigbt witli ^ 
(reuieiidons eonsequenees. WIkmi lie reaebetl .\iiierien ^ 
lie was resold P> a Virginian lor a thonsand guineas, 
livi'd uiilil he was thirty-one years of age, and e\er ^ 
L'iseil an eiau'nioiis iiilliieiiei' on hlo.M|sto<k in the land | 
of his ado|itioii. I 

His son. 8ir .treliy, be.gat Tiiiioleoii, the sire of 
Hoslon and the grandsire of I.evington. aliout whoiii 
American horseiiien are never tired of talking. We 
are told lliat wluui Dioinod died there was almost 
as iinicli iiiouriiiiig in Virginia as there was over 
the death of Washington. Tlie event was regarded 
as a national ralaslroplm. if in tliese days .voii 
wer«‘ to offer to a foreigner a Derby winner twenty- 
one years (dd he would lift np his nolde nose in 
••eorn. and ask you to talk luisiiiess. Despisi'd 
lliougli he was in tliis country, Diouicd left his im- 
liress on tlie Stud Hook, for liis daughter. Young 
Giantess, produced Eleanor (the first filly to win the 
Derby 1. wliose son .Muley was the sire of Marpessa, 
dam of I'ocaliontjis. the inotlier of .Stockwell. — Ex- 
change. 

PLUCKY BETTING MAN WINS AGAINST POLICE. 

In London, a monlh or so liack. tiolice inspeetor 
Haiiiilton attended by two iiolicemcii, raidiM the 
lionie of a licit ing coiimilssioucr named Weld), on 
the allegation lliat it was used for lietting piirixises. 
Tile average Eiiglisliiiiau has a pretty well ilefined 
idea of his personal riglit- •mil is tciiaeioiisly reaily 
to tiglit for them. Webt) liDuiglil suit against 
Haiiiilton for uiaiicioiis tri'spass. asking damages. 
He (U'oved coueliisively that no iM'tting liad taken 
place iu his liouse in the time aud manner allegeil. 
Tlie upshot of tlie ease was that the jury gave him 
a jiidginent f'lr $4.tlbb damages. 3 lie ease was one 
attraeting consideralde attention and in commentiiig 
on the verdict. Ixmdon Smirtiiig l.ife of Octolicr ‘27, 

“A grave injustice was done to Mr. Welib, and 
the judge endorsed the view of the jury that there 
was an' aliseiicp of reasonable and proliahle cause 
for the action which was taken. It would lie a 
great mistake evim to suggest that tlie very damag- 
ing disclosures wliich were made during the hearing 
of tlie ease of the iiiellnMls ailopted liy some represen- 
tatives of the law can in any way be taken as an in- 
diclnient against Hie lailiee force. We tielieve that 
the standard of purity, eipiity and justice of the im- 
liee of London is higher than in any otlier great city 
in the world. .Mistakes are made, hut we are con- 
vineed that malevolence is very rarely slwwn. Even 
in the police foree. however, there has been in the 
past a teiuleney to si rain, iincoiiseiously we think, 
the law against the hixikmaker. The iiiHuence of 
tlie anti hettiiig section of the community has been 
alloweil to darken tlie vision and color Hie outlook 
of those wlio are resiMUisible for tlie adininistratnm 
of Hie law. The laxikinaker has been made the 
butt of the sO-eallPd reformer — wlio lias been alloweil 
an inordinate latitude, boHi in si>eecli and action — 
to such an extent tliat not only a section of the 
jiolice. but some judges and magistrates have adoptiMl 
an attitude quite iueompatihle with their duties as 
admiiilsfrators. and quite iiiimii’al to the rights of 
the bookmaker as a oitiwii. It is time that Hie 
•sort of persecution' which has Ikhui going on simuld 
ho stoppod. Tho tnrf commission agont is carrying 
on a pcrfei'tlv legal calling, and lie is just us much 
entitled to p'rotcctioii and justice from Hie law as 
any oilier ineinlier of Hie couiniiinU.v. 'liie reason 
Hiat he is getting less than fair play is largely 
iiecaiise he has liecn ineliiied to take to much of 
wliat is Hiiniy-voiled persoeiition lying down. Biaik- 
iiiakers gonerallv are indelitod to Mr. Wehli for tho 
stand he has taken in Hie case, out of whifli he has 
come Iriiiniphant. and we trust that Hie lesson which 
Hie jury’s viudict teaclies will not lie lost on either 
Hie police or Hie puldic." 

THE WIND-UP OF PARIS RAfJiNG OF 1913. 

Coiiceriiiiig Hie clo.se of the ilat racing season of 
19i:: over the great Faris tracks at Chantilly and 
l,oiigehanips. the I’aris correspondent of London 
S|Kirtiiig Life, iu its issue of October 28, said; 

"The Ilat race season at Faris was liroiight to a 
eoiicliision on Sunday, October 2(1. when tin' Frix 
dll Fin, the I’rix St. I'irmln and the Handicap 
Liiuite were tin- attractions on the l.ongi-liauips 
caril. The Frix dii I’iii is a race for four-year-olds 
and upwards that liave not won a $20,<KI0 prize in 
the course of tin- .vear, liut it only lirought out five 
runners. The field included Roniagiiy. the liorsc 
that iiibssed its eiigagcineiit in the Eiiglisli Cesare- 
wltcli, and lie now liad to put up witli second place 
lo M. Guesticr's .Vfgar, a colt by fjacidiite, tliat 
beat liini a sliort head. Afgar is a inoilcrate animal, 
Hiat, after winning a small race at I’au last .March, 
did nothing till lie carriiM off Hie 1‘rix de la Societe 
d'Encourageineiu at Saint ViiU'cnt-de-Tyrossi*, one 
of the siu£ll provincial meetings. Last Sunday week 
lie came on to Faris. and won the Frix de Royal- 
lieiix from some second-rate uiiiniuls, and if Hiis 
form is correct. .M. Foiild was well advised in not 
sending Koinagny over for tlie Cesarewitch, for he 
wouid have suffered the same fate as Mistiiigiiette. 

“I'lie I’rix Saint Finiiiu is a ra<s‘ for two-year-olds 
tliat have never inn. It supplies an opportunity for 
liackward juveniles, and for those wliicU may have 
met with niisliap in the course of training, to pick 
nil $."!.0tl0 towards their expenses Ix-fore the end of 
the season. Tlie race was won last year tiy Baron 
de Rothscliild's Isard 11.. which inis since dis- 
tinguished liiuiself in more iiii)Mirtant events, one 
of Ids siioeesses lieing in the tJrand Frix de Deau- 
ville. Ajax was another giaid liorse that made his 
deliut in Hie I’rix Saint Firiniii. The winner on 
Sunday was Hip. a <-olt by Lc Samaritaiii out of 
Faiilette, iielonging to .M. D. Kelckiaii, who lioiight 
lilin as a yearling froni his breeder. Hie Comtessi* 
Le .Marois, for !iH.820. Tlie ruiiiier-iip was Fefri- 
molle. a li!!y with a Hioixnighly Knglisli pedigri'e, I 
tieing liy Santo Strato out of .hike; she hebiiigs to 
\V. Flatmui. wlio bought her as a yearling for .8480. 
Tills diH‘S not suggest that the class in tlie race 
was iiartlcubirly liigli on the present occasion. The 
Handicap Iniuite is coniiiied to Hirce-ycar-olds that 
have during Hic year iicillicr won a race worth 
82<i.lt»ui nor run in a selling race. Tlie acceiitanees 
were not iiiiiiienuis. lint tliey included Sol .ioel’s 
Lord Slavey, Mr. Flatiiian's Ignotiis and Baron de 
Itotliscldld's Careless. The latter, a good looking 
I eolt liy Sans Souei 11. out of .My Mary, was made 
I favorite, Init lie could only finish tldrd. lieliind 
I .\rdeehe and Vaiigoyeii. The winner is a filiv liy 
I Alrlie out of Aniitle that had won the Frix d'.Vm- 
I pliritile at Dieppe, lids victory entitling her to top 
I weight in Hie liamlieaii.’’

AMATEUR RULING IS CRITICIZED. 

Tho desirability of having, wlierever ixissilde, all 
race meetings ooiidiicled under Hie siiiKMvision of 
sH|)cndiary stewards was recently liirther deiiuin- 
slratcd in AA'esterii .Australia, wliere at an east*‘rn 
district fixture the honorary otHcials in cluirge are 
alleged to have created some tine prewdents.

.lest also elainis iiaternity fivjni the liaiidsome son 
of Amphion and Sierra, and as the winner of both 
the One Tlionsand Onineas and Oaks should prove 
a splendid acquisition to .1. K. Joel’s already luagniti- 
eent eolleetiim of hnsidniares at Olilldwiekbury, 
whither she lias retired, prcsuniatdy in foal to Le 
Klizon, and perhaps as well for the various owners 
concerned in the coaling St. Leger that she cannot 
join issue. The daughter of Absurdity iietteil ^.'lO.ToO 
by tlie two victories above referred to, and not 

only is the largest iudividiial winner of the season, 
but by far tlie most I literal eoutribiitor towards her 
sire's aggregate of $101.21.-, resulting from twenty- 
one races won by fourteen of his sons and daughters 
in England.
